- MUGABE AND NKOMO SAID SMITH AND THE MODERATE BLACK

INDIVIDUALS. 

- MUGABE SAID NEGOTIATIONS WOULD BE WITH UK BUT OTHER 
PARTIES COULD COME IN "AS LONG AS THEY COME IN WITH THE 
INTENTION OF PARTICIPATING ON THE BASIS OF ANGLO-AMERICAN 
PROPOSALS AND NOT ON THE BASIS OF THEIR INIQUITOUS AGREE-

- A BLACK SPOKESMAN IN SALISBURY ALREADY HAS REJECTED THE

- PATRIOTIC FRONT LEADERS HAVE NOT YET ACCEPTED THE ANGLO- 
AMERICAN PLAN, BUT BRITISH AND AMERICAN OFFICIALS SAID 
THEY RECEIVED ASSURANCES FROM LEADERS IN FRONT-LINE STATES 
THAT THIS ACCEPTANCE, AT LEAST IN PRINCIPLE, WOULD COME 
DURING THE TALKS HERE. 
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- ON THE QUESTION OF THE PROPOSED BRITISH COMMISSIONER'S

- ONE AMERICAN OFFICIAL DESCRIBED THE FINAL TWO-HOUR 
SESSION AS A "CONTINUATION OF THE SPARRING MATCH WE HAD 
EARLIER." 

- HODDING CARTER SAID: "WE ARE DISCUSSING FUNDAMENTAL 
PROBLEMS." 

- AN AMERICAN OFFICIAL SAID THE QUESTIONS ARE SO BASIC THE 
FOUR SIDES HAVE NOT EVEN BEGUN TO DISCUSS THE TECHNICAL 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ISSUES OF WHETHER THE PATRIOTIC FRONT WILL ATTEND ALL

- VANCE TOLD REPORTERS THE FIRST SESSION OF TALKS "HAD

IRON OUT DIFFERENCES. 

- THERE APPEARED TO BE LITTLE PROGRESS ON TWO MAJOR 
ISSUES: 

- THE GUERRILLAS DISLIKE OF THE SWEEPING POWERS THE 
BRITISH COMMISSIONER-DESIGNATE WOULD ENJOY DURING 
A TRANSITIONAL PERIOD. 

- THEIR OBJECTION TO THE PRESENCE OF A U.N. PEACE- 
KEEPING FORCE DURING THE SAME PERIOD.

"U.S. SECRETARY OF STATE VANCE AND BRITISH FOREIGN SECRE- 
TARY OWEN CONFERRED WITH RHODESIAN GUERRILLA LEADERS IN

MUNIST MILITARY INTERVENTION IN THE RHODESIA CONFLICT. 

U.S. OFFICIALS SAID THAT THE GUERRILLA LEADERS HAVE 
AGREED IN PRINCIPLE TO A KEY PROPOSAL IN THE BRITISH- 
AMERICAN PEACE PLAN FOR RHODESIA. THAT’S FOR A U.N. 
PEACE-KEEPING FORCE TO HELP SUPERVISE ELECTIONS LEADING 
TO BLACK MAJORITY RULE. THE OFFICIALS ALSO SAID THE 
GUERRILLA LEADERS APPEAR TO HAVE DROPPED THEIR DEMAND TO 
DICTATE THE AGENDA FOR PEACE TALKS. BUT IN RHODESIA THE 
DOMESTICALLY-NEGOTIATED SETTLEMENT PLAN FOR BLACK MAJORITY

THERE. NEVERTHELESS, VANCE IS SCHEDULED TO ARRIVE IN 
RHODESIA THIS WEEKEND.. .AND HIS TRIP IS A RACE AGAINST
